Laud Survey Imperatively Demanded. 

The importance of surveying a fow 
froo grant townships nnd offering a 
Jreo homatead to ovory bona fide Hettlor 
■was pointed out in thoso column-: a 
fow days *>go. The rcstricnoriR impos- 
ed by the Terms of Union in respect 
to tho alienation of land from the 
Crown coustitutcB tho solo oxonso for 
prcsont inaction. That restriction will, 
however, bo removed iu the coarse o( 
a fow months, and tho Govoruinont 
will ihoa be left wholly without excuse. 
It is not too soon to make preparations 
lor carrying into effect an energetic 
policy whenever the moment for action 
shall havo corao. It ia open to question 
whether either Government or thepoople 
aro fully alivo to tho importance of a 
livo and liberal laud and oonlonization 
policy, A glanoo abroad may help to 
sharpen publio perception. It »s not 
yot two years since Manitoba was •an- 
blankcted> and constituted a Provinoo 
of tho Dominion of Canada. There 
are no fewer than fifty Government 
surveying parties cut in Manitoba thin 
reason, and it is confidently expected 
that by tho close of surnmor thoy will 
have no loss than a hundred townships 
laid oat and completely surveyed, in all 
or nearly allot which tho intendiug set- 
tler may select and take possession ii 
a froo homestead. Now, Britibh Colum- 
bians have neon accustomed to think 
lightly of Manitoba, with her ball 
breed population and slow-coech itk-aj. 
but lot us contrast tho condition of 
things in that little Province with the 
unaccountable eupineneiB which has 
porvaded tho Pacific Province, British 
Columbia bos boon un organized colony 
of tho British Empire for over' fifteon 
years, and yet thoro is not, a Biu^lo 
township laid out ! There io not a biuo 
line run,— nothing, iu fact, to guide 
the immigrant in his search for lund 
And as for freo grant?, why British 
Columbia has only begun to dream 
about thorn. But her dream mast be 
short and Ler awaking to the point, 
or olso she will find herself sadly be- 
hind iu tho raco of Empire. Let our 
Government prepare now lor a libera 1 , 
and energetic land policy to be set in 
aetivo operation the mouiout thai tho 
railway embargo shall have been re- 
moved. 

Liberal Arraiigtmeut 

A special telegram from Ottawa annonncei 
that tea aod coffee in stock and upon which 
duty of customs has been paid may bo re-, 
bonded till the Ut June. That ia to say, those 
having a surplus stock of either of tbe3o arti- 
cles in stock can, by placing them iu bom! 
beforo tho lstproi. have tho duty refunded 
thereon, and by leaving them iu bond till 
nfter tho first of /uly bring them in duly free. 
This arrangement, trilling as it may appear 
here, is of very great importance in largo com- 
mercial cumrsunities likcMontreal and Quebec. 
To us here its chief valuo consists in the fact 
that it affords evidence that tbo Dominion 
Government is les3 anxious to grasp revenue- 
than to facilitate commerce and promote the 
public well-being. We do not mean to sug- 
gest that tbo arrangement possesses no finan- 
cial vaiuo to Ibis Province, lor it will doubt 
less enable importers to save considerable 
Bums. Ten to sixteen cen'a a pound .ia tea, 
and three to four cents a pound on coll'eo 
counts up.

The clergy should not 
make a mistake, and r-ny it wits not directly 
their but-iriess, or lancy Uiut their sarvicm, 
the beautifying of tbeir cburcbof, nod ttis 
preaohiog of the doctrine ol f ie Cross wero 
nny more their duty than was t ie duty ol 
wrettling with tlio siu ol drtiukcnnof h, which 
seemed to have so strong a hold upon the 
people. It depended very muoh upoo the 
clergy tod el, not mcroly tbeduty of sobriety, 
but tbe doty ol buly Bobiitty Passing It i 
lego-lot on aflcotinR the Church, be Bald lb t 
he approved iLe Dilapidations Ui 1, because 
it would give an eflaot lo the reports ol ibe 
deans rural, wbiob hitherto be bad nol had. 

On tbe Athaoasiuii Creed the Bihhop ex- 
pressed no opinion, but thought moderate 
language should be used in discosntig it. 
Ho wao in Invar of great elasticity iu the 
Bcrvicos ol the Church. Betides dividing 
and abbreviating them, tho rdoryy ought lo 
buvo the powor to make slight modificatiors, 
particolaily in tbo baptismal n'rviue. Tbe 
Atbenasian Creed should be dealt w.Ui ee- 
paiately. The practice ol the sale of ndvow- 
sons was a real mitchiel, cauaing demorali- 
zation in tho ranks of the clergy. Tbo law 
upon that matter ceitainly required to ba rc- 
modind. Touching tbo rol-tioiiH of Noncon- 
formiHt' and tbo Church, the Bishop bnitl bo 
thought that both partioe, when they ap- 
peared belore their Muster, wuuld look buck 
with feelings ol shame that tlicy had allowed 
ruoh Dalian to divide them.
